Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest the functions of: 

"indicating by the calendar the status of the debt security issues, wherein the status 
includes one of announced, priced, launched, settled, and subject", "allowing each of 
the investors to monitor real-time status of the indication of interest corresponding to the 
investor that submitted the indication of interest," and enabling "the dealers to receive 
the plurality of indications of interest from the plurality of investors and to allocate and to 
set at least one price for each of the respective debt security issues to the investors in 
accordance with their respective indications of interest", and as argued by the applicant 
in their response as filed on July 02, 2008.
